¢ Midday Murder. 


The Mixture of Politics, Women 
and Pistols in an Ex-Po- 
liceman’s Life. 


A Divorce Suit Attended by a Dis- 
charge From the Post-Office. 


One of the Strangest Tragedies in the 
History of Crime in St. Louis. 


At a quarter to 1l o‘ciock this morning peopic 
livinginthe neighborhood of St. Charles and 
Eighth streets were startled by the report ofa 
pistol shot coming from about the middle of the 
block. It was the death knellof aman named 
Albert C. Hatch, and the murder was of the 
most sensational kind. The murderer was 
Michuel J. Reilly, an ex-letter carrier of this 
city ,Jand who resides at 923 N. Seventeenth 
strect. Sergeant Broderick and Officer McHale

TIR VICTIM. 

Althongh-no one saw the shooting except Mr, 
Phillips, who was upon the landing above, yet 
certain particulars were obtainable from by-~ 
standers before and effort was made to see Mr, 
Phillips. The dead man bad formerly been an 
employe of Phillips, Grant & Co., but had nog 
worked inthe house for some time. He wa 
12 years of age. and was raised in th 
state of Maine, where he nas: 
child now living, 2a blind boy 
seventecn years of age. In Wilton, Maine, he 
was married to his first wife, and by her had 
two children.the boy mentioned and a daught- 
er now rmmarried and living in Illinois. The 
first wife died man) years ago, and the second 
wife is the cause of the death of the husband to- 
day. Hatch is suid by an intimate acquaint: 
ance to bave lived with his second wife up- 
wards of twelve years before he 
her. Some three months 
ngo. however, the marriage ceremony was 
celebrated which made her his wite legally, 
Reilly would appear to have played the gay Lo- 
thario, and ruinedthe peace oi the house of 
Hatch. The same acquaintance of Hatch’s is 
responsible for the statement that twice in the 
last three months Reilly has seuuced Mra, 
Hatch away from her husband and gone to 
Chicago with her. Hatch had just induced her 
to return home from Chicago a few days ago. 

A bystander observed to the reporter that he 
knew for a fact that Reilly had passed a night 
with Mrs. Hatch, on the corner of Seventh and 
St. Charles streets. Healso said that the diffi- 
culties between the two men, Reilly and Hatch, 
were well known about the shoe establishment. 
The bad blood betweenthem needed no evi- 
dence to astranger, for the dead man lay upon 
the stair with his right hand thrust into 
his bip pocket, in which was a 38 
culibre pistol. He had attempted to draw his pis- 
tol, but was a second too late, and he was killed 
so quickly that he never withdrew the hand, 
It grew cold and stiffened in the pocket, sothat 
it could with difficulty be removed afterward. 
The tails of the frock coat were not even 
thrown up, and the position of the hand could 
not be seen by the bystander without first 
raising the lappels. A man never died quicker. 

The murderer, Reilly, acted in the coolest 
manner possible, andl made no attempt 
to eseape. He was escorted to the Chestimet 
Street Police station by Mr. Phillips before the 
arrival of the officers. 

run EYE WITNESS. 

Mr. John Phillips, the senior member of the 
firm owning the store where the tragedy ocenr- 
red, Was the only witness tothe affray whieh 
enced in Albert Hatch’'s death, und 
accordingly a — efforts were made to 
interview him unsucces#fully. Mr. Phillips, it 
Was said, blamed himself for Hatch’s death, 
as he had prevented him from using the weapon 
which he carried, and he was very nervous, 
and, as it is called, broken up’’ at 
the affair. He had announced his m 
tention of making no statement at all inthe 
case until he went before the Corone:, but he 
altered this determination, nd told the follow- 
ing story. '

THE PRISONER SEES A LAWYER. 

About li o‘clock a man walked into the 
Chestnut Street Station and said, somewhat ex- 
citedly to Sergeant Fruchte, I have shot a 
man up on St. Charles street. I want to be 
searched and locked up.’’ The face was not 
an unfamiliar one, for Michael J. Reilly used to 
ben member of the police force himself ten 
years ago and since then has been a letter car- 
rier. His request, as he passed behind the 
bars, was that he didn’t wish to see anybody 
till he had conversed with bis lawyer, and at 
his further her ge Fed yar’ Sm dee was sent to 
Mr. Charles G. Joy's office to tell him 
Reilly wanted him. In response to the call Mr. 
R. M. Foster came down, and after a ten min- 
utes’ talk withthe prisoner said he would go 
out and get Mr, Joy. 

To a PostT-DISPATCH reporter Mr. Foster said 
that Reilly came to him for advice yesterday 
respecting his relations with Hatch. The latter 
he said had been threatening his life since his 
return to the city and he was a little uneasy 
about it. He didn'tsknow whether Hatch was 
really dangerous,. but atthe same time he 
didn’t want to take too many chances. AI- 
ready he had had to ead out of a 
buggy to prevent coming in contact 
with his enemy. The lawyer explained the 
law of self-defense, telling Reilly that in case 
Hatch should try to draw a weapon he would 
be justified most certainly in defending him: 
self. Mr. Foster says he gave Reilly a general 
idea of the legal principle involved, but not in 
the nature of instruction. He did not dream 
that theexigency was to come so Soon, when 
his client would act on the information thus 
given. Mr. Foster’s adviceto Reilly was not 
to see anybody until Mr. Joy Lad been advised 
of the situation, 

At the Post- Office it was stated that Reilly had 
not been on the carrier force for two or three 
months. To the question whether he resigned 
the answer was vuguely in the 
affirmative. Further questioning de- 
veloped a statement to the effect 
that Reilly’s relations with the woman Hatch 
were made the basis of charges against him to 
Postmaster Hays, and that as the result of the 
investigation he severed his relations with the 
Post-office. 

THE PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 

In the presence of his lawyer, Mr. Joy, Reilly 
was permitted to make a brief statement for 
the Post-DISPATCH. Hesaid: 1 have been 
engaged for some time past in looking up wit- 
nessesin the Sessinghaus-Frost contest, and 
have been informed a dozen times during the 
past four weeks that Hatch was threatening to 
shoot me on sight. Il was afraid of him, but it 
was impossible for me to leave the city, as I 
had to earn my living and support my family.

went around a corner to he 
of his way. This morning about half past 10 
o’clock I went into Phillips, Grant Co.'s 
on a matter of business without noticing that 
Hatch was near. He came right in after me 
and Isaw him put his hand round to bis hip 
pocket. I cried out to him don't shoot!’’ As 
soon as I could I drew my pistol and fired, 
Hatch fell and ] came down here without wait- 
ing to know how bad he was hurt. Iam sorry 
but don’t see how I could have done different, 
I have tried to keep outof his way all I could.’’ 

This was the extent of the statement which 
Mr. Joy was willing his client should make. 
r the Hatch woman, Reilly simply suid 
he did not know where she was now. As to his 
relations with her he, at the advice of his law- 
yer, said nothing. 

THE DIVORCE TROUBLES. 

Reilly is a man of large physique, with afresh, 
healthy look. His face is rather a pleasant one 
and shows no ier of disajpati He has had 
a good deal domestic trouble. 
months ago hi- wife instituted divorce - 
ings against him. The allegation was a general 


one—concdnet calculated 10 wonder her 
condition intolerable. The case never came to 
trial, At that time Mr. Harris was making his 
canvass for Cireuit Attorney und: Reilly was 
working for him. As a matter of friendship 
Mr. Harris undertook to settle the divorce case 
nd succeeded in getting the procecdings dis- 
luissed. Reilly and wife became reconciled 
und have been living together at No. 923 North

MOVING THE BODY. 

Just afew minutes after twelve’ the ambu- 
lance came to bring the body to the Morgue. 
In accordance with the superstition in such 
cases made and provided, the corpse 
was left sprawling over the 
until the Coroner’ should 
completely blocked the stairway, 
she only passage up or down was by stepping 
Over it.

REILLY'S POLICE RECORD. 

0th Michael Reilly and his brother Tom were 
members of the St. Louis police foree in 1870, 
and resigned atthe time the Meyer Board of 
Police Commissioners went out of. office. Tom 
Reilly was a special officer at the Biddle Street 
depot of the old North Missouri Railroad. After 
leaving the police force he went to Kansas City 
and ran the Age saloon. Mike secured a posi- 
tion us letter-carrier and held it until last fall. 
He has ulways been an active 
politician, and was employed by 
the Republican candidates. during their 
last campaign. Since coming back from Chi- 


cago a few weeks ago he has been looking up 


evidence for Sessinghaus. His friendssay that 
he is a man of.temperate habits, and that the 
worst thing in the case has been his unfortu- 
nate connection with the Hatch woman.

MRS. REILLY. 

In the hope of ascertaining the whereabouts 
ot Mrs. Hatch, or obtaining more particular 
information of the part which she has played 
in wrecking the peace of two families, a call 
was made at the residence of Reilly at 
$23 North Seventeenth street. The house which 
isa neat one-story structure of two rooms, 
painted drab, and with a neat portico in front, 
was easily found, but gaining entrance was 
not so light a task. Repeated ringing of the 
front door bell failed to bring any response. 
From a neighbor it was learned that Mrs. 
Reilly and a little niece, the only child in the 
family, had gone ont, and this was confirmed 
by a Visit to the back door of the premises.

The Police Commissionerships Not Yet Filled

interest in general going on here. Gov. Crit-

City and St. Louis. * 


; How Our Merchants Have Suffered From 
the Freight Blockade—What They 
Say—The Other Side, Ete. 


. 


Probably St. Lonisisnow suffering. and 
has been for the last month, from the worst 
freight blocakde known in its history. Refer- 
ence is had now only to West-bound business, 
chiefly miscellaneous merchandise from New 
York, Boston, etc. The causes of this block- 
ade have been several in number, and of 
course there is a wide difference in opinion 
petween the merchants who are the only suf- 
ferers, and the railroads, as to the necessity 
of this blockade. The winter has been a very 
severe one, while the volume of 
West bound business has been 
greater than ever before, and the facilities for 
its handling no greater. Not a merchant of the 
city who buys in the East but has suffered some- 
what from this blockade, forthe time between 
New York and St. Louis has of late averaged 
three cr four weeks. There is no railroad or 
fast freight line into the city but has had trou- 
ble, although some of them from a mistuken 
policy will deny it to a newspaper man. A 
Post-DISPATCH reporter desiring to get cor- 
rect figures has visited anumber of the lead- 
ing houses of the city, and herewith presents 
their recent experiences in freight matters. 

VIEWS OF MERCHANTS. 

Mr. Joseph Franklin had been incommoded 
by the slow arrival of freight,but did not know 
that under the circumstances the time, even 
when four weeks, was unreasonable. He had 
goods stillon the road which were shipped 
early in February, but, as the season had been 
very backward, he had suffered little loss. 
Some odd lots had come through in fair time. 
He was using at present the Merchants’ De- 
spatch and the South Shore. They were called 
fast freight lines. They were so literally 
when they got fast in a snow-bank. He 
thought there was no delay in East St. Louis. 

Mr. Hargadine, of Crow, Hargadine & Co., 
said his firm has had sad experience with the 
railroads this winter. He thought ten days 
was good time from New York, but now it 


took four weeks and over. He had goods on, 


the road which started West the Ist of Feb- 
ruary. The trouble had been partly with the 
weather and partly from poor facilitics. The 
gentleman ofthe firm who attends to freight 
was certain that goods had sometimes re- 
mained in East St. Louis a week or ten days. 
There had been a blockade in East St. Louis, 
and the Transfer Company had not had facili- 
ties for bringing the freight over. The hrm 
uses the White Line“ exclusively, whieh 
runs via New York Central and Bee Line. 

Mr. Jolin Davis, of S. C. Davis & Co., said 
that the trouble about delayed freights was 
universal all through the West,and it was due 
to such natural eauses as to make it unworthy 
of consideration. It was no secret but was 
known to all. He had had goods over four 
weeks in transit, but he found fault only with 
the weather. 

Dodd, Brown & Co. report a similar state of 
affairs, but express more dissatisfaction. The 
time ever since the first of the year had run 
from three to four weeks, and no goods at all 
had been received in as good time as twelve 
days. Goods sold had not yet arrived. 

D. Crawford, the dry goods merchant, had 
not been receiving much of late, but all had 
been received in fair time. In no instance had 
the transit occupied more than ten days. He 
used the Erie and Pacific Despatch, and had a 
guarantee of four days when the weather was 
good. He said he had no reason to complain. 

Mr. John Kennard, the carpet man, used to 
get goods through by the Baltimore and Ohio. 
in four to five days, but this winter the line 
had been much longer via ail routes. IIe had 
goods now out which started February Jb. 
He kad just been down stirring up the rail- 
road agents. He attributed the delay to the 
snow and hence bad little fault to find. 

The furniture business has been similarly 
afiected, Burrell, Comstock & Co. have re- 
ceived afew goods this winter in six and 
seven days, but far more frequently have 
waited four weeks. They have not vet re- 
ceived furniture which was sold weeks ago. 
Much time has been spent by the freight man 
of thebousein tracing up delayed freight. 
Hethinks there has been a fight between the 
Penusylvania interests and the C., C., C. and 
I. interests which has caused much of the de— 
lay. The firm uses the“ South Shore Line“ 
chiefly. 

Mr. Lewis Lipman, of the firm of W. II. 
Gummersell & Co., was the most dissatistied 
man called upon by the reporter. He said 
that he had been treated most abominably by 
the railroads. te had goods still on the road 
that had been shipped in January. Thev 
were intended for February business and 
would be a loss now. R ‘I have,”’ he continued, 
been damaged so seriously and treated so 
outrageously that I have instructed my at- 
torney to bring suits for damages. See this 
pile of invoices, (pointing to a half peck of pa- 
pers.) Those goods are all on the road, side- 
tracked somewhere. In some cases I have 
found out the number of the 
cars in which , they were shipped, 
and have tried to induce the railroad compa- 
nies to find out where the cars are, They are 
looking forthemin a red tape, indifferent 
way that will 47 them herein a month or 
two more. No, I don't think that the trouble 
is due to tbe snow. Some few trains may 
have been switched off when astorm was met, 
but from sheer negligence they have then 
been left there. The tracks are not closed 
but fora day or two, and if passenger trains 
can be run through in two or three davs,there 
is no need of freight taking months. I think 
there is a fight in progress (the details 
of which 1 do not know) between the 
Pennsylvania road and the“ Bee Line“ inter- 
ests. This, with negligence of employes, has 
caused all the trouble. I think there is no 
great delay in East St. Louis, for last week I 
sent a man over there and he hunted two 
whole days for my goods, but found 
nothing.” 

WHAT THE RAILROADS SAY. 
In the present ease, asin all others, there is 
‘a sccond side. The fast freight lines, as a rule, 
do not deny the extent of the blockade, nor 
do they wonder that merchants are dissatis— 
fied with the great length of time which their 
goods are upon the road. They only say that 
they cauꝰ t 8 it. Early in February heavy 
snow storms biocked all the lines. Trains 
iunumerable were side-tracked. When the 
snow was cleared, every side track was full, 
and more trains were coming every hour, and 
all the locomotive power was in use. A snow 
blockade of one day it always takes a week to 
straighten out, and one of these 
days are good fora month, as in the present 
instance. Said the agent of the South Shore 
Line: There isn’t aside track between St. 
Louis and Indimapolis or St. Louis and To- 
ledo that isn’t full. We are now receiving 
goods only seven days from New York, while 
We can’t touch thousands of ears of side- 
_ tracked merchandise. There is much less 
blockade in the East and trains leave 
daily in great numbers. These trains must 
come through as there is no side-track upon 
which they can be run. They can’t stop, they 
must come, and the roads are worked to their 
fullest capacity, Jeaving the delayed freight to 
be still more delayed. There aré hundreds of 
cars of goods within cannon shot of East St. 
Louis that have been there for three weeks. 
The yards in East St. Louis are totally in- 
ndequate to the demands of such a blockade. 
The Transfer Company had three days in Feb- 
ruary when they could not work on account 
of the slect, and got behind hand; now they 
arecatching up. Attimes there have been 
700 cars of merchandise in East St. Louis, and 
thousands of cars waiting within a few miles 
for an opening to get in. The bridge 
amounts to nothing. It is now 
worked to its fullest capacity, buta single 
track into the city through a tunncl is a slow 
affair. They can’t run across over a dozen 
trains an bour, and there are no yard facili- 
ties at all at the Union Depot. Almost all of 
the freight stops pn the other side now. It is 
an absclute certainty St. Louis must very

HIGH HEELS. 


The Mistake That Ladies Make Who 
Wear thé Dainty Things. 
From the New York Times. 


In one of those news items which flit round 
the world it was mentioned a few days ago 
that ata fashionable ball in Parissome Ameri- 
can ladies attracted veges ge attention, not 

or of their attire, but 
for the simplicity of their foot-wear. They 
did not move about in the high-heeled boots 
which have been fashionable of late years, 
but wore neatly ornamented slippers, which 
were bound to the foot by variegated straps. 
These slippers must have closely resembled in 
shape, if notin style and material, the san- 
dals worn by tbe Hindus and other Eastern 
nations, or the chupplies“ which either de- 
corate or protect the feet of the Afghans. Few 
travelers in the far East have failed to re- 
mark that the natives have an easy gait anda 
distinguishing upright carriage. This is 
undoubtedly due to the fact that they either 
Wear ent, easy-fitting sandals or no shoes at 
all. A Hindu woman carrying a pot of water 
on her head, never spilling a drop and never 
using her hands to keep the vessel steady, 
proceeds with an easy, swinging stride which 
could not be imitated by a heavy-booted wo- 
man belonging to the humble classes in the 
West. Her figure is generally erect and 
faultless in outline, while that of her West- 
ern prototype is bunchy and. ungainly. All 
the difference may be ascribed to the freedom 
of the limbs and feet which the one is allowed 
as compared with the other. Chinese wo- 
men and Western women are both abusers of 
the freedom of the feet, and the result is ap- 
parent. The Chinawoman is clumsy 
and helpless as a _ pedestrian, and 
the Western female would be quite as bad if 
she went much further than she does in her 
evil treatment of ber feet. Those high-heeled 
boots with the two-inch heels sloping down to 
the middle of the sole and terminating in a 
point about the size of a cent piece, may ap- 
peur elegant and ‘‘rakisb,’’ but they are cer- 
tainlv about the most diabolical invention for 
covering the human feet that has ever been 
devised by the arch-demons who are the cre- 
ators of fashions. They throw the — out 
out of line and cast it into a curve which may 
or may not possess the true delineation of 
beauty, according to the way people look at 
it. They do worsethanthis; for, according 
to eminent medical men, these boots are re- 
sponsible for many sprainings, bone disloca- 
tions and incurable cases of spinal curva- 
ture. A contributor to the Lancet, the prin- 
cipal medical journal in London, protests, in 
a recent issue, against high-heeled boots. He 
says that,in consequence of these instruments 
of torture he has on hand two “cases” of 
sprained ankle, in both of which there are 
partial lacerations of the internal and external 
ligaments of the ankle. Both cases threaten 
to terminate in permanent disability. He was 
recently called in to attend another case of 
high-heeled boot wearing. The victim, a 
young lady of sixteen, had a spinal affection, 
from which she was cured only by compelling 
her to remain many daysina corlsontal posi- 
tion. Other physicians contend that the pres- 
ent fashionable boot not only produces spinal 
diseases, but also injures the lungs from the 
contracted position into which the chest is 
thrown when the upper half of the body is 
continually bent forward. It seems clear on 
the whole, therefore, that the young Ameri- 
can ladies we have referred to have introduc- 
ed a sensible innovation, which if widely 
adopted, will promote gracefuiness of person, 
ease of carriage, und healthfulness of body 
among ladies in general. So let us hope that 
Which nothing better be- 
comes a pretty foot—will soon displace the 
high-heeled boot, which was originally used 
by aclassof French ladies who are not gen- 
crally esteemed worthy of imitation. 


Ladies’ Clubs in London. 
From a Recent London Letter. 


Club-land is extending, and the ladies are 
elbowing their way into a position there. The 
Dilettante is a flourishing ladies and gentle— 
men’s club; so is the Orleans; so is the Lotos, 
and the committee ofthe new ladies’ club 
calledthe Somerville announce the comple- 
tion of their arrangements for receiving mem- 
bers. Their club-house is in Mortimer street. 
The subscription is only 5s. a year, the club 
being intended as a useful institution for 
women of limited incomes. Already 1,690 
members are on the books, and the 
opening is to be celebrated by a 
soiree, to which gentlemen will be in— 
vited. The Falstaff is likely to be a success, 
Eight hundred applicants for membership, 
with a subscription of £6 or £8 a year, are 
under the consideration of the committee. 
The purchase of Evans’ is completed, $159,000 
having been subscribedin the city. At the 
first meeting it was mentioned that in regard 
to the occasional reception of ladies there are 
clubs at San Francisco and New Orleans 
which have excellent rules of management. 
A member promised tosend for them. The 
two American cities ought, I suppose, to feel 
honored by this recognition, seeing that the 
London club is to be formed inthe lines of a 
famous Parisian society, and has in its com- 
mittee several noblemen and quite a host of 
distinguished men of letters, science and art. 
Gne ofthe projectors of the club thought, 
nevertheless, that the aristocracy of blood was 
too largely represented, and this led to an in- 
crease in the numbers of the committee. The 
Falstaff is a proprietary speculation, the out- 
come of the Lotos, but it will be conducted in 
far stricter lines as regards lady visitors than 
the Lotos, which, while quoting the well- 
known New York club as its model, is in no 
respect like the American club.

Capt. James B. Eads retumed home from 


Washington yesterday, and a Posr- Dis- 


PATCH reporter this morning called at his 
office to learn the latest developments in the 
ship railway scheme. The Captain is looking 
younger and more vigorous than ever, and 
although he has certainly done enough 
in his life-time, he is addressing himself 
to this last and greatest enter- 
prise with a fresh energy 
and enthusiasm commensurate with the mag - 
nitude of the task he has imposed upon him- 
self. The well-known face and the beetling 
forehead of Capt. Eads are too well-known in 
this city to need any pen picture of him; it can 
only be said that the more frequently one 
sees him the more thoroughly is one impress- 


ed with the fitness between his face and what 
everyone knows is his character. The broad, 
massive sweep of his forehead goes well with 
the grim, well-muscled jaw, and taken on th 
whole his face is one which once seen is no 
soon forgotten. 

„How were you pleasad with yonr trip East, 
Captain?!“ 

Excellently,“ said he, 3 I think I 
have scored a victory, but you know that I 
am as thoroughly assured as am 
that we are sitting here talking together that 
the ship railway will be built, it I live.

One 
party is surveying the harbor of Tampico for 
the Mexican Government. This party con- 
sists of my private secretary, Mr. George B. 
Griffin, Mr. O. O. Wilson, the resident en- 
gincer at the jetties, and an assistant named 
Garvin.“ 

„And the other parties!“ 

“One is out on the Isthmus of Tehaunte- 
pec from whom I receive letters weekly; 
they are finding the route much more favora- 
ble than I had anticipated—much more fav- 
oruble. Mr, Williams has the direction of 
the typographical part of this survey,and Mr. 
Corthellis in charge of the hydrographic 
work. He has already surveyed the 
bar at the mouth of the 
Coatz-colcos, and has worked 
up the Cgatzacolcos to the mouth of the Us- 
panapa, then up this stream to the point 
where the ship railway strikes it. This work 
has been very carefully done, and the result 
bas surpassed our anticipations. The ship 
railway begins thirtv-five miles from the gulf, 
and all of the conditions along that thirty-five 
miles are most favorable.

„Well, you may say that either I or my 
private counsel, Hon. A. G. Cochran, will 
sail on the | of Merida, from New Orleans 
Murch 16, for Mexico. In case that I do not 
go at that time I will start two weeks later 
after visiting Washington.“ 

„How are European capitalists affected to- 
wards the ship railway!“ 

That is what I'm going to England and 
Holland to find out. You see, the reason why 
I am so absolutely certain that the ship rail- 
way will be built is that there are three possi- 
bilities, any one of them almost a certainty. 
I think that Congress will give us 
the legislation asked—in fact, I 
almost sure of it. If America 
not dothis, the Mexican concession to me 
names no particular Government. I shall 
carry the grant te England and see what will 
be done there. They will not be blind to its 
advantages if Congress is. Andin the event 
that I can get a Government and Jean build 
thejrailway by private enterprise, I have 
canvassed the situation so thoroughly that I 
know this can be done. But 1 do not 
want to take this last alternative. You see the 
route by the Isthmus is only a thousand miles 
longer than the average of the trans-continent- 
al railways, and this furnishes a sure remedy 
against a carrying monopoly. Butif private 
enterprise builds the road there is no guaran- 
tee that the same syndicate might not get 
control of the railways and the Isthmian

A CORPSE CONTEST. 


The Mother of a Wayward Son Display- 
ing Filial Affection. 


Fort Wayne (Ind.) Special to Chicago Times. 


A most disgraceful scene occurred here this 
afternoon. harles E. Freeze, then a prom- 
ising young man, came to this city three years 
ago from Wheeling, W. Va., with great flour- 
ish of trumpets and wedded Miss Odea Phil- 
lips, the daughter of a wealthy widow. Af- 
ter marriage he fell into dissipated habits, 
failed in the drug business, was arrested at 
Muncie for larceny, and served a term in the 
county jailthere. He came after this esca- 
pade and lived as a pensioner upon his moth- 
er-in-law, Mrs. Phillips. Finally, aggrieved 
at the old lady’s refusal to come down with 
more cash, Freeze concluded to end his wast- 
ed life and swallowed a quantity of morphine 
—— and died in St. Joseph's hospital last 

‘riday morning. There was some question 
raised as to whether his death was a case of 
suicide, but the prevailing opinion is 
that he took his own life through remorse. 
His funeral was to have occurred this after- 
noon at 3:30 o’clock, and his mother, Mrs. E. 
J. Freeze, of Wheeling, W. Va., arrived here 
last evening to attend the obsequies and con- 
vey the remains home with her forinterment. 
The funeral ceremonies went off smoothly at 
the residence, Rev. Dr. Moffatt, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, officiating. In the 
meuntime Mrs. Freeze ran out on the street 
minus a bonnet or shawl, and hysterically ap- 
pealed to the bystanders, stating that she 
wished to take the body of her son to his old 
home in Wheeling, to deposit it there by the 
side of his deceased father. Mrs. Freeze af- 
firmed that Mrs. Phillips,her son’s mother-in- 
law, would not permit a second coroner’s in- 
quest, Which the poor mother demanded in 
order to establish, by examination of the 
wound on the baek of the dead man’s head, 
that he eame to his death by violence and not 
by suicide. This request the relatives stren- 
uously refused, and the funeral cortege was 
delayed three hours, a gaping crowd of over 
a tbousand people assembled to watch the 
proceeding. Mrs. Freeze stood in front of 
the house and pathetically appealed to the 
mule by-standers to assist her 
in recovering her son's body by 
force. Finally John F. Rodabought, 
an attorney, was called from from the crowd, 
and explained tothe frantic and heart-broken 
old lady that, aceording to the law of Indiana, 
her son’s wife was entitled to the body. She 
however, resolutely maintained her ground 
and watched the pull-bearers convey the 
coftin to the hearse witb tearless and flashing 
eyes, all the while appealing loudly to the 
crowd to come to her rescue. No one re- 
sponded, and she wasinduced by a couple of 
kind ladies, who sympathized with her dis- 
tress, to goto the hotel, where she remained 
until the dgparture of the evening train for 
her Eastern home. A majority of the crowd 
svmpathized with Mrs. Freeze, and, but for 
the intervention of the police somebody 
would have assisted her in her purpose. To 
the Times correspondent, who interviewed 
Mrs. Freeze, she said that she was rudely 
treated by the Phillips family, who would not 
hear to a medical examination, although the 
1 Drs. Wherry and Poorman, af- 

rmed their willingness to make it, On the 
other hand, the Phillids family says Mrs. 
Freeze made preposterous demands and 
acted like a maniac. The affair caused in- 
tense excitement and is the sensation of the 
hour,inasmuch as the parties occupied so high 
a position in the community.

There appears to be some likelihood that 
the United States, or at least the Chicago 
Times, may get seriously mixed up inthis An- 
vlo-Celtic imbroglio, and all through the in- 
strumentality of a fur cap, in which was the 
head of your correspondent.

The only thing 
I could think of was to walk down to the foot- 
lights and pretend that I understood the whole 
uproar to be an enthusiastic reception of my- 
self. So I smiled and scraped and thanked 
the people, who kept up their wild hissing and 
velling for fully five or ten minutes before the 
humorous side of my situation before them 
presented itself. Then the whole thing turned 
to aroar of laughter and they allowed the 
play togoon. That was the only circum- 
stance which saved the night from a most dis- 
astrous uprising.” In reply to my suggestion 
that I never knew another man whoenjoyed a 
row so keenly, Mr. Boucicault naively said, “I 
am an Irisùhman.“ He is going to travel next 
season with a company of his own, which al- 
ready includes Mr. Shiel Barry, the wonder- 
ful character actor, Who accompanied him up- 
on his famous tour through America some 
years ago. In addition t@Mr. Barry he will 
probably have Mr. Compkön, who supported 
Adelaide Neilson last year, and Mr. Proctor, 
who made a great hit in The O*Dowd’”’ at the 
Adelphi, in London, this season.

Ifthe city receives any income trom 
the bill it is merely a tax levied upon the gas 
consumer, and the Council might as well im— 
pore an excessive income tax upon water or 
voul. Fora great city to levy an income tax 
upon coal, Water or gas, I regard an act to 
hinder rather than help our 
cOlumercial and manufacturing prosperity.

The laws recognize two kinds of offense felo- 
nvs and misdemeanors.

Fast Time on River Shipments. 

The regular New Orleans special ocean 
reight rate telegram to the Merchants’ Ex- 
change to-day reports yesterday’s ‘exports as 
40,000 bushels of wheat, 20,000 bushels of corn 
and 250tons sack flour to Barrow in Furness, 
England.

ROLAND AND THE GOVERNOR, 


The Intervieu on Which the Rumor of Rup- 
ture Was Based. 

Boland ’s triends the statements 

made in the Globe-Democrat this morning that 
Gov. Crittenden demanded his resignation last 
Monday, as absurd. They say that if any such 
demand had been made the resignation would 
have been forthcoming without any such ac- 
tion as Messrs. Finney and Moffett necessitated. 
Astowhat passed between the Governor and 
Mr. Boland it Was mostly general on the ne- 
cessitytor harmony. Mr. Boland, it is said, 
called attention to the fact that the Germans 
had no representative onthe Board, and sug- 
rested the propriety of giving that 
nationality one of the appointees. 
The Governor intimated that he 
had decided pretty well on his selections, 
and that the question of nationality would not 
be considered ; he aimed to secure a couple of 
solid business men, and as soon as he found two 
who possessed the qualifications he shou'd 
send them in. He intimated pretty plainly 
that he had about made up 
his mind to pay little attention to suggestions 
from st. Louis politicians, as he had too fre- 
quently learned, to his sorrow, that this advice 
was not disinterested. The only criticism 
which the Governor 
make respecting Mr. 
Was that ‘his active litical 
course in opposition to Overstolz might tend 
to impair the efficiency of the police force. It 
was his understanding of the spirit of the sys- 
tem, and his desire that the police 
and local politics should be divorced. This 
was all the basis, so tar as can be learned from 
good sources, for the report of a rupture be 
tween the Governor and Boland, and for the 
alleged demand for resignation.
